homeward bound, came in conta*' 
with the British Peninsular and Ori- 
ents! iron mail steamer Bomba 
Captain Authur Wallaby Krye. 
The Bombay struck, the Oneida on 
her starboard (puarter, enrryinj: 
away her poop-deck, cutting off 
her whole stern, and running one of 
her timbers entirely through the 
bows of the Bombay at the 
water-line. 

Three times the Oneidi hailed 
the Bombay, with "Skip ahoy," 
"Stand by," "You've cut us down;" 
blew her whistle and tired her puns, 
all of wliu-h theaSicers of the Bom 
Say say vhey did not hear, thouyh 
the guDS van distinctly hetrd at 
this port, twenty miles away. 

The Oneida went down stern rirst, 
in about twenty fathoms of water, 
with twenty officers and fifty men.
